White House briefs 
40 Jewish leaders 


Privately hopes Jews will pressure Israel

WASHINGTON. — The White 
House continued its efforts to 
win American Jewish support 
for the Carter administration's 
Middle East policy yesterday by 
inviting some 40 local Jewish 
community leaders from around 
the country to a series of 
briefings with national security 
adviser Zbigniew Brezinski and 
oher top officials. 


The meetings yesterday, in which 
President Jimmy Carter did not par- 
ticipate. come at a time of growing 
afger within the American Jewish 
community over the ad- 
ministration’s decision to supply ad- 
vanceed aircraft to Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia. 


Jewish ieaders here are also upset 
over what they regard as an in- 
creasing anti-Israe] tilt in the ad- 
mizistration, especially in the wake 
of Egyptien President Anwar 
Sadat’s recent visit here. 

Israe] Ambassador Simcha Dinitz 
met with the Jewish leaders, mostly 
representatives from local Jewish 
federations and community coun- 
cils, before they drove to the White 
House. 

According to participants in the 
sessions, the administration leaders 
tried to reassure the Jewish leaders 
that the U.S. remains firm in its sup- 
port for Israel. They insisted that the 
sale of 60 F-25 fighter-bombers to 
Saudi Arabia and 50 F-SE fighters to 
Egypt would not upset the Arab- 
Israell arms balance. 

Jewish leaders complained about 
the sales, which they fear may even- 
tually be used against Israel in anew 
round of fighting. 

Administration officials insisted 


that they were not trying to split the 
Jewish community away from Israel 
by initiating such meetings. They 
said that the administration was 
merely trying to explain its position. 

Privately, however, administra- 
tion sources have confirmed that 
they would like to see these Jewish 
leaders — as well as several of 
Israel's best friends in the Congress, 
with whom the president met shortly 
after the Sadat visit — try to modify 
the Israel government's position in 
the negotiations. 

Earlier this month, President 
Carter gave an extri dinner’ 
for eight national Jewish leaders to 
win their support for his policies. He 
waa largely unsuccessful. 

While the administration was 
making some in winning 4 
measure of understanding among 
Jews in connection with Israeli 
settlements in the territories (the 
U.S. opposes the settlements), the 
administration is unlikely to win sup- 
port for its nearly $3b. worth of atr- 
craft sales to Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia. 


Those proposed sales, which are 
now being considered by Congress, 
have sharply antagonized Jewish 
leaders throughout the country. 
What has been especially Irritating 
to them is the fact that Carter cam- 
paigned against large-scale arma 
sales to the Arab states during hia 
bid for the presidency. Carter won 
about 75 per cent of the Jewish vote 
in the 1976 election. 

Syndiceted columnists Rowland 
Evans and Robert Novak yesterday 
wrote in ‘The Washington Post" 
that the arms sales to the Arabs 
“could backfire’' by prompting 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin ‘'to 
stall negotiations with Egypt." 

_ The columnists said that the sales 
are less Hkely to be approved by 


Congress in April if Israell-Egyptian 
negotiations are malemated at at the 
time, “The strong suspicion in of- 
ficial quarters here is that Begin's 
deepening intranstgence is 
motivated in no small part by his op- 
position to the F-16s for Saudi 
Arabia," they said. 

“If peace is certainly not at hand 
in the Middle East, Congress can be 
more easily talked out of arms for 
the Arabs."’ 


They also quoted Likud MK Moshe 
Arens (chairman of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee) as having told the House

Seamen decry ‘involvement 
of army’ in maritime strike

HAIFA. — The seamen's unions 
vesterday were op in arms over 
what they described as an attempt to 
“use the army” to help break the 

five-week-old maritime strike. 


They aiso rejected another 
invitation to hold a three- 
sided meeting with the shipping 
companies, saying they would not 
negotiate until the lega] actions to 
force them to unicad cargoes from 
struck ships had been cancelled. 
According to ratings union 
secretary Shiomo Avitan, five or six 
of the striking seamen had received 
army reserve call-up notices. The 
unions immediately sent telegrams 
to the defence minister and the chief 
of staff protesting the “exploitation 
of the IDF" in a labour dispute. 
The unions said they were sure the 
“selective” call-up orders had been. 
issued without the knowledge of the 
minister or the chief of staff and ask- 
ed them to redress the wrong. They 


did not say whom they considered 
responsible, however. 

On the other side of the fence, 
Shiomo Ere], head of the Association 
of Shipping Companies, said yester- 
day that the unions’ refugzal to 
negotiate was in defiance of the 
Histadrut, whose authority they had 
promised to submit to. 

He called on the Histadrut to 
assert ts authority and make clear 
what steps it would take to bring the 
seamen into line, If the Histadrut 
proves unable to do so, he added, the 
companies will take “‘additional 
measures."’ But he did not specify 
what measures. 

Meanwhile, Zim deputy general 
manager Mordechai Hovers told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that after 
five weeks of the strike Zim 1s ship- 
ping 80 per cent of its normal 
cargoes on 74 foreign ships and on 
the 19 Zim freighters manned by 
foreign crews or sailing under 
emergency orders. Some 40 Israeli 
ships are currently struck, both here 
and overseas.

Kimhi says money 
from insurance 
man was ‘charity’ 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Former Kupat 
Holim accountent-general Meir 
Kimhi told the district court here 
yesterday that the manager of the 
Yuval insurance company had given 
him 115,000 as 2 “charitable gift.” 
which he had intended returning. 
But the sum haa not yet been return- 
ed. 

He denied hotly that he had taken a 
bribe from Yuval's manager, Yigal 
Levanon. 

Kimhi is the chief defence witness 
in his own trial, in which he is facing 
bribery charges. 

Beginning his testimony on 
Wednesday, Kimhi also denied 
recelving bribes from insttrance 
agent Sarah Hari, sister of former 
Kupat Holim boss Asher Yadlin. 
Yadilin is serving a five-year 
sentence for fraud, tax evasion and 
bribe-taking. Hari was convicted of 
giving Kimhi a 12,600 bribe and 
received a suspended sentence. 

Kimhi's version of how he came ta 
receive IL.5,000 from Levanon begins 
with a housewarming party he gave 
when he moved into a new fiat. 
Levanon, who was a persona! friend 
of the accused, was present with his 
wife and asked Kimhi why kis stereo 
set was on a chair, instead of an ap- 
propriate cabinet, Kimhi said he had 
replied that he was heavily in debt 
and that furniture for the stereo was 
low on hia list of priorities. 

Levanon then offered to make him 
a “charitable gift" of the money re- 
quired, according to Kimhti, and 
some days later renewed his offer.- 
Kimhi told him that he owed money 
to a carpenter, and the two mex 


-arranged for the carpenter to submit 


his bill to the insurance company. 
The company later paid the bill, 
Kimhi told the court, The accused 
said he had been very busy with 
Kupat Holim accounts during this 
time, and had forgotten to return the 
money. But after being badly hurt in 
ἃ motor accident and receiving ἃ 
sum from the National Insurance 
Institute on leaving hospital, he told 
Levanon he could return the money. 
But Levanon, Kimhi said, told him 
to wait until receiving compensation 
from Kupat Holim. A short time 
afterwards, Kimhi was arrested and 


charged with taking bribes. 
‘The trial continues.

Congress drives final 
nail into B-1 coffin

WASHINGTON. — Under heavy ad- 
ministration lobbying, the U.S. 
House of Representatives has 
reversed itself and drove the final 
nail in the coffin of the B-1 bomber 

programme. 

By a vote of 232 to 182, the House on 
Wednesday agreed with a Senate 
decision to cancel $462m. ap- 
propriated in 1976 to build B-1 
prototypes five and six. In December 
the House voted to reject the Senate 
position, 191 to 166. 

The House action means that B-1 
production will halt after completion 
of the fourth plane, now under con- 
struction at Rockwell International 
in Los Angeles. Rockwell, the B-1's 
prime contractor, will have to lay off 
750 employees ‘“‘in the very near 
future" and over 5.000 others by the 
end of the vear, said C.E. Blalock, 
vice-president and general manager 
of the Los Angeles division. . 

The House action, a long-sought 
victory for President Jimmy Carter, 
also means that a $7.8 billion 
supplemental appropriations bill, to 
which the B-1 issue had heen at- 
tached as a rider, will be signed 


” soon, Congress seemingly ended the 


B-1 programme last year when. it 
voted to go along with Carter's re- 


quest to remove $J.4b. from the 1978 
defence appropriations bill to build 
B-1 prototypes seven to 11. 

But one more action was 
necessary to scrap the programme: 
to cancel $462m,. previously ap- 
propriated for planes five and six. B- 
1 supporters argued that the planes 
should be built to keep the Rockwell 
production team together in the 
event that the cruise missile — 
proposed as a substitute for the B-1 
— did not work or had. severe 
limitations placed on it in strategic 
arms talks with the Russians. 


Congressman Robert Dornan, in 
whose district the B-1 is being built, 
brought a two-foot-long, white 
plastic model of the B-1 onto the 
House floor during the debate on 
Wednesday. 


“This is the best, most beautifully 
aerodynamically designed aircraft 
in the history of mankind," Dornan 
declared. 

House speaker "Thomas O'Neill 
ὅτι, in an unusually low-keyed 
speech just before the vote, 
acknowledged that the B-1 was ‘a 
beautiful piece of equipment. But the 
truth of the matter is it can be shot 
out of the skies ... and we all know 
the weapon of the future is the cruise 
missile," O'Neill said.

The dispute centred on allegations 
of administrative mismanagement 
levelied by Strelitz. His demand for 
changes at the top executive level 
brought him into conflict with 
veteran leaders. 

He has now apparently agreed to 
i ion of Management prac- 
tices by 2 committee he had earlier 
rejected on the grounds of its 
domination by the old guard.

It is doubtful, for example, 
whether a controversy of this kind 
would have survived much beyond a 
rap on the knuckles from Golda 
Meir, together with a sharp 
reminder of what dissension would 
mean to Israel's pressing needs. 

If Strelitz’s bid to replace top 
management was seen as 2 veiled 
challenge to the old-line leadership, 
his role as a hard-driving fund-raiser 
and big giver himaelf has not been 
ignored.

Arabist says too little attention 
being paid to radicalization here

TEL AVIV. — Too littie attention is 
being paid to the growing radicaliza- 
tion of Israeli Arabs, with the elite 
strata becoming increasingly ultra- 
nationalist as Rakah from within 
and the PLO from without stir the 
flames of discontent. 

This warning was sounded by Eli . 
Reches, director of Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity’s Shiloah Institute for Middle 
Eastern and African Studies, at are- 
cent study day held jointly with the 
Government Information Centre at 
Tel Aviv Museum's Recanati Hall. 

Arab nationalism resulted also 
from Israeli Arabs’ encounters with 
the Arabs beyond the Green Line, 
and from unfulfilled tations 
despite enjoying the highest living 
standard in the region, Reches said. 
Reches attributed great significance 
to the co-opting of three Israeli 
Arabs (two ex-El Ard and one ex- 
Rakah)..onto the PLO's Palestine 
National Council. Another turning 
point was Rakah's landalide victory 
at the Nazareth municipal elections 
in 1975, with the PLO rooting for 
Rakah then 4s fn the 1977 general 
elections. » 

What the Arabist found disturbing 
was the close cooperation on the 
“Land Day” strike between Arabs 
on elther side of the Green Line, with 
extremist Arab students at the 
Hebrew University and the 
Bethlehem college taking an active 
role. 

In recent years, countrywide 
bodies, ostensibly non-political but 
geared to confrontation, have been 
formed: the national committee of 
Arab students, the national com- 
mittee of Arab local council 


chairmen, and the national com- 
mittee for “‘land protection."' 
Another body is attem to take 
contro! of the Wafd religious endow- 
ment properties. 

Reches charged that these bodies, 
embracing radicals and moderates, 
are Rakah front organizations, with 
the communists cleverly keeping a 
low profile. 

While the students committee 
speaks of ‘the right of Palestinian 
self-determination for parts of 
Galilee and the Little Triangle,” 
Reches noted that student com- 
mittee members go out to Arab 
villages to give guidance to high 
school pupils on which university 
courses to take and which colleges 
have easier entrance requirements. 


The Arabist noted that even osten- 
sible moderates like the committee 
of local counci] chairmen have to 
adapt to the extremists’ line, and 
their committee in May 1977 sent a 
memorandum to the premier declar- 
ing that “Israel must be regarded as 
a bi-national state." 

Prof. Shimon Shamir feared that 
Sadat's peace drive had faltered 
“because neither society was quite 
prepared for a real dialogue.” The 
Egyptians will have to stap writers 
like Anis Mansour producing anti- 
Semitic prop: “and we should 
know how to address the Egyptian 
foreign minister." 


Israel must learn how to explain 
that her retention of Raflah is not 
aimed at maintaining a barrier 
between Egypt and the rest of the 
Arab world, but for security reasons, 
he said. Israel must also take Arab 
inferiority complexes into account, 
Shamir said, noting the Egyptian 


complaint that ‘Israel's delegates to 
Cairo were too inte τ." 

Shamir recalied that the Soviets 
previously had advised Sadat to 
have direct contacts with Israel, and 
that Sadat made his move on seelng 
the U.S. — under the guidance of 
President Carter's aide Zbigniew 
Brzezinski — spurn Egypt in favour 
of Syria and the PLO. 

Sadat first hinted at his initiative 
last June when talking to com- 
manders of the Egyptian Third Ar- 
my, Shamir reported. The professor 
advised the public against believing 
that Egypt no longer has a military 
option. “Sadat's talk of no more war 
was only an aspiration, not policy,” 
he said. Moreover, Sadat has not 
changed his basic ideological view of 
Israel and Zionism, but has only 
changed his policies. 

Asher Sessar dwelt on King 
Hussein's revival of his federation 
plan for both banks of the Jordan, 
aimed at keéping the PLO out. He 


- held that Hussein would join in 


Sadat's initiative only if he was sure 
of obtaining results for Jordan. 
Otherwise he would draw all the 
Arab criticism now aimed at Sadat. 

“Hussein hopes that, with Israeli 
‘help, the PLO will be further 
neutralized, and then the West Bank 
Arabs will opt for a political 
arrangement close to his federation 
plan,” Sessar said. 

“For Hussein it is clear that the 
fate of both banks are at stake and 
not only Judea and Samaria,” he 
stressed. He added that when Hus- 
sein told Yasser Arafat's 
predecessor, Ahed Shukeiry, that 
“Jordan is Palestine,” Shukeiry 
retorted, 'In that case what are you 
doing here?”

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Great shakes 
of a dancer

ONE OF Egypt's best-known-names 
is that of dancer Nagwa Fuad. 

The striking 36-year-old daughter 
οὗ an Alexandrian father and a 
Nabulsi mother, Nagwa has made 
major innovations in the art by 
leavening the traditional Oriental 
dance form with Western classical 
ballet elements and motifs from 
Egyptian folklore. 

A visit to Nagwa Fuad’s perfor- 
mance at the Sheraton Night Club 
became a must, almost like a 
Pilgrimage, for all the Israeli jour- 
nalists who landed in Cairo this 
winter. ᾽ 

As more and more Israelis visit 
Calro, inshafla (God willing). the 
capital's other outstanding dancers 
will also become known here, in- 
cluding those who stay strictly within 
the Oriental dance form — unlike 
Nagwa who counts many Western 
connoisseurs in her audiences and 
deliberately strikes familiar chords 
with non-Arabs. 

Although Nagwa has long been in- 
-ternationally known, most Israelis 
first heard of her when former US 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
attended her show and was privileg- 
ed to have Nagwa perch on his knee. 
Like Henry himself, she personally ts 
much more serious than this episode 
would Indicate. 

The term “belly dancing" is 
foreign to Nagwa's vocabulary. Her 
genre, in any case, 15 a special fusion 
of Oriental dance (rags shargiya as 
she calla it in Arabic) and classical 
dance with some minor modern 
elements thrown in. 

This fusion may have its roots in 
her teenage liking for classical 
dance. She took up Oriental dance 
when she was 16 and sought to cast 
Oriental, and especially Egyptian 
motifs, into various moulds, in- 
cluding Western ones. Her 
choreographer is Mohammed Khalil. 
who studied at the Bolshoi Ballet in 
Moscow and so has a good grounding 
in the classical. 

“Training cannot create an Orien- 
tal dancer,’ she told a group of four 
Israeli journalists in her apartment. 
“It has to be a natural gift, like a 
talented voice. It needs feeling, not 
just skill.” 


THE music to which Nagwa dances 
has been commissioned from such 
famous-name composers in the Arab 
world as Mohammed Abdel-Wahhab, 


MEITAR — ΜΙ. 


Mohammed el-Mogi and Sa'id 
Makawy. “Every season I commis- 
sion a special repertoire for my 
show, with at least two new dances. 
No other Orienta! dancer ever follow- 
ed that practise, as far as I know." 

As her three Pekinese dogs 
slumbered quietly on the luxurious 
carpet before us, Nagwa pointed out 
an obvious cultural truth. which is 
sometimes forgotten. “‘We Orientals 
can enjoy Western music, and we can 
dance to Western scores. However, 
there are very few Westerners who 
can feel the tempo of our Oriental 
dance. and still fewer who can ac- 
tually dance ἐξ." 

Her dances usually express some 
theme, Nagwa said. They are con- 
structed from a number of basic 
Oriental steps, plus the occasional 
Western ones, such as Greek ones, 
for example. 

The list of VIPs who have attended 
her public, as well as private, shows 
is too long to recount. she says, but it 
includes the Shah of Iran, President 
Sadat himself, ex-President 
Suleiman Franjieh of Lebanon, King 
Hussein, Col. Muammar Gaddafi of 
Libya and more. She has performed 
in over a score of countries — in 
America, Europe and, of course, the 
Middle East — but not in Saudi 
Arabia. 

There was a time, she recalls, 
when Oriental dance carried an 
erotic message. That was the result 
of Mameluke and later of Turkish in- 
fluences. But in modern times, she 
believes, it is art pure and simple. 

As an art form, it is physically ex- 
hausting. Each day she practises and 
exercises for some three hours. 
Before each new season, she 
rehearses for two months. When I in- 
terviewed her, she was recovering 
from a strained back muscle — “‘a 
professional hazard or an oc- 
cupational malady as you might call 
it," she said. 

Nagwa said she would carry on 
dancing as long as she could stand 
the pace. As the years go by, she in- 
tends to select three or four of 
Egypt's most promising young 
Oriental dancers with the gift and 
teach them what she can. 

What of politics? Nagwa would not 
venture a single comment, except to 
say with fervour that there was one 
dance she hoped to perform one day 
in Israel, inshalia: ‘the dance of 
peace."

master? He had remained at the foot 
of the mountain for 40 days, waiting 
without complaint for him to return 
(see also 33:11.) ‘ 
It is that quality of silent devoted 
service which is reflected in the 
evaluation of the Rabbis: “The face 
of Moses was like the face of the sun; 
the face of Joshua was itke the face 


. ofthe moon." The moon has-no light 


of its own; its light is thet reflected 
from the sun! And it is only when the 
sun goes down that its refulgence is 
seen. And it is only when the sun of 
Moses goes down that Joshua shines. 

“Moses received the Tora from 
Sinai and transmitted it to Joshua" 
(Ethics 1:1.) and only then does he 
emerge in all his glory as the con- 
queror of the land.

Certainly, this does not indicate 
forcible evacuation. An Arab jour- 
nalist, born in Deir Yassin, at- 
tributes the exodus to ‘‘the error

. Jewish crimes by describing them in 


a loathsome way dn order to incite 
“the Arabs and the strong Arab ar- 
mies t0“fight the Jews... thus 


eerie tod thar tata eee: 
‘the Palestinian people, and thus we 


saw them abandoning their houses 
and property to the enemy. Thus, the 
propagandists committed their 
gravest error, to which most of the 
citizens of Palestine fell victim." 
Fear of massacre, coupled with 
“projection (the knowledge of what 
Arabs would do to captured Jewish 
civilians), no doubt played a-part at 
this ‘stage. It was also at this time 
that the Syrian defence minister con- 
fided to an American journalist that 
he needed a stream of refugees in his 


. country in order to motivate his peo- 


ple to fight the war against the Jews, 
since they were indifferent to it. 

Tt is not claimed that active, 
earnest efforts to persuade Arabs to 
stay — as witnessed in Haifa ~- were 
repeated everywhere else. However,

ment. It must be remembered that 
the young State was still for 
its very existence.

To the extent that Hirbet Hiza 
depicts an actual historicz! event, 
then, it is rightly placed near the end 
of the war; it represents the excep- 
tion rather than the rule; it does not 
explain the exodus of Arab refugees, 
which was not the result of 
thousands of similar events, but had 
its roots in other factors. 

T have presented an historical 
analysis, not a moral judgment, 
which I shall leave to others, saking 
them only to state their 
and to apply them consistently. 

One last question: Is Hirbet Hiza 
typical of the War of 1948? This must 
be answered with an unequivocal 
No. During that war the Yisbuv lost 1 
per cent of its numbers — 6,000 dead 
(the equivalent of 2 million 
Americans). Not one of them died 
while deliberately killing donkeys or 
firing at defenceless civilians. These 
peopie died in a life and death 
struggle for physical survival, for 
the establishment and defence of the 
State.

Of late, the Likud Government has 
begun to perceive the barrenness of 
the emotional argument and has 
tried to clothe the question of settle- 
ment in Judes and Samaria in 8 
security guise.

The Government also erred in its 
propaganda approach to the Rafiah 
Salient, by making the settlements 
there the main reason why Israel 
cannot give up the area. The ques- 
tion is not “Settlements or Peace’; 
the real alternative is peace within 
the pre-Six Day War borders or peace 
with slight border adjustments vital 
for our security. 

The Rafiah Salient settlements 
were not gstablished because the 
area was found to be good for the 
cultivation of tomato. They were es- 
tablished because successive Labour 
Governments came to the conclusion 
that the Rafiah Salient is essential to 
Israel's security, and that in the 
event of negotiations, everything 
possible would be done to see that the 
area remained in our control. In 
order to establish our presence in the 
Salient not solely by means of the ar- 
my, civilian settlements were set up, 
their very existence giving ad- 
ditional security. 

Instead of focusing our argumen- 
tation on the security aspect alone, 
the government splintered its 
propaganda in an effort to cover 


Gther aspects as well, thus weaken- 


ing the'main thesis which could hove 


been successfully defended. 


IN CONTRAST to the first two errors 
— concessions and optimism — 
which resulted from lack of both ex- 
perience and negotiating talent, the 


‘third error flowed from the Likud's 


general ideology. 

It was this ideology which put the 
plank of extending Israeli law to 
Judea and Samaria into the party's 
electoral platform; inserted the 
phrase “sovereignty will not be 
handed to foreign elements" in the 
first document submitted to Preési- 
dent Carter; and finally gave birth to 
the Plan for West Bank '‘autonomy.”” 
This plan contains great potential 
dangers for Israel: of creating an in- 
dependent Palestinian state; of 
flooding Israel with additional Arab 
citizens; and danger of a return to 
the frontiers of June 4, 1967 — to the 
east as well. The attitude of the 
Likud Government to the question of 
the West Bank is, at this present 
stage, the main sumbling block to a 
peace agreement with Egypt. 

However, I firmly believe that 
despite the mistakes made so fer 
during the negotiations, the 
Ῥ' ts of finding a compromise 
solution in Stnaf have not yet been 
exhausted. 


But, as far as the Palestinian ques- 
tion and the West Bank are concern- 
ed, unless the Government changes 
its attitude and shows a readiness to 
concentrate solely and only on 
safeguarding Israel's security

Price display, cash register 
requirements irk shopkeepers

The Capital's two rival retailers’ 
organizations — the Jerusalem 
Merchants Association and the 
Jerusalem Commerce Federation — 
this week found themselvea on the 
sane aide of the battlefront — against 
a pair of Government Ministries. 

In his Rehov Ben-Yehuda office, 
Merchants’ secretary Avraham 
Birnbaum showed The Post a letter 
he had received from the Com- 
missioner of Prices at the Ministry 
of Industry, Commerce and 
Tourism. The letter warns 
shopkeepers they will be prosecuted 
unless they comply with the price- 
display statute. 

This requires all merchandise on 
display — or taken out of inventory 
to be shown a customer — to be 
marked plainly with the retail price 

— “and this obligation also applies to 
the price of the deposit on returnable 
containers.’ 

As for restaurants, the Price Com- 
missioner pointed out that prices 
must be marked twice — on the table 
menus and on a very large sign at 
the entrance to the establishment. 


The call for large price boards at 
restaurant entrances is really ab- 
surd, according to Birnbaum. 
“Many of Jerusalem's eating places 


are so tiny, that a huge sign would . 


make it hard for people to walk in 
and out of the place,” he claimed. 
The Jerusalem Commerce 
Federation's complaint is against 
the Ministry of Finance, Federation 
secretary Yitzhak Gutman said that 
despite a “‘gentlemen’s agreement" 
regarding account recording by very 
smali merchants, several members 
of his organizttion have recently 
been threatened with prosecution un- 
less they promptly install cash 


registers 

Gutman said: ‘‘These-are not big 
retailers, but peddlers, kiosk 
operators and owners of small lunch 
counters. After meeting with 
Finance Minister Ehrlich and his 
aides, we were promised that no ac- 
tion would be taken on the cash 
register installation rule until a final 


determination is made on the Mann . 


Committee report, which 
recommended cancelling the 
register requirement for very small 
businessmen.

Dr. Lehmann hon. president of Exchange 


TEL AVIV. — The directors of the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, govern- 
ment officials and leaders of the 
financial community at a reception 
at the Exchange yesterday honoured 
Dr. Ernst Lehmann on his assump- 
tion of the honorary presidency of 
the T.A.S.E. 


Dr. Lehmann, a pioneer of the 
development of the Exchange, 
recalled how in the past the govern- 
ment did not realize the importance 
of the Exchange. 

In an interview this week Dr. 
Lehmann expressed his concern at 
the apparent lack of long-range plan- 
ning regarding the government's 
long-term debt to the public. ‘The 


true amount of the debt cannot be es- 
tablished and no contingency sum 
can be set aside for its retirement, 
- since the interest linkage factor is an 
unknown," Dr. Lehmann explained. 
Even the question of who 15 respon- 
sible for long-term planning is un- 
answerable. The Bank of Israel 
treats the problem of the debt from 
the technical point of view and the 
Treasury from the budgetary 
aspect.

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Dulzin: a new start 
THE ELECTION of Arye Dulzin to the post of chairman of the 
executive of the World Zionist Organization was carried un- 
animously, as it should have been. A contest would have produc- 
ed no different result, and would have heen needlessly divisive. 

Mr. Dulzin surely possesses many fine qualifications for the 

chairmanship. A veteran of the Zionist movement, his service in 
recent years as treasurer of the organization — and for a while 
as acting chairman — has reflected credit on him. 
. It is no disrespect to the new chairman, though, to observe 
that his choice for the high office was strictly political. It had 
been determined in advance by the tally of the Israel! national 
poll last May — and by the pecking order within the governing 
party, the Likud. 

The WZO being what it is, this is both natural and understan- 
dable. Mr. Dulzin's predecessor, and one-time rival, Yosef 
Almogi, similarly won the prize because he represented the 
same party as Israci’s premier at the time. 

The new chairman will have a hard time putting some new life 
into the organization, after a period of especially dispirited 
leadership by Mr. Almogi, due only in part to ill-health. The 
good wishes of all Zionists will accompany him — and the ad- 
monitions of many among them as well. 

According to a reliable report, Mr. Dulzin won the unanimous 
vote of the Congress after pledging the NRP his personal sup- 
port in their fight to bar government recognition of the Conser- 
vative and Reform forms of worship and observance. If true, 
this was an act of surrender. 

It should not take Mr. Dulzin long to discover — if he has not 
found it out already — that it is Conservative and Reform Jews 
who are the pillars of Zionist support in the free world. He can- 
not — not any more than Mr. Begin — expect outstanding - 
Zionist leaders such as Rabbi Schindler, the current chairman 
of the Presidents Conference, to countenance the duplicity and 
discrimination whereby non-Orthodox Jews abroad are good for 
everything but recognition by and in Israel. 


The stirred pot 


IF THE MESSED-UP Egyptian rescue mission in Larnaca had 
one concrete result, it was to help deepen the division between ᾿ 
those one-time allies, Anwar Sadat and Hafez Assad. 

That is not necessarily what either of the two Arab leaders 
had in mind, for this time. Thus during his official visit to 
Moscow earlier this week, the Syrian President left little doubt 
about his aversion to a premature clash with his former brother- 
in-arms. 

Such a course of confrontation was evidently urged upon him 
by both his host, President Brezhnev, and by the Kremlin's 
other Arab guest, Libya’s Premier Abdul-Salam Jaloud, who 
had arrived in the Soviet capital a few days earlier. From all in- 
dications, Assad demurred. 

Syria is, of course, a member in good standing of the “‘Stead- 
fastness and Confrontation Front'’ formed at the Algiers sum- 
mit last month. Like the rest of the fomding-rejectionists — 
Algeria, South Yemen, and the PLO — Syria is dead set against 
anything smacking of a genuine peace with Israel. 

More than any of them, it is eager to obtain as much as possi- 
ble of the best Soviet arms for a future showdown with Israel — 
and more than willing to pay for such aid by inviting the Soviet 
Union to reassert itself as a major actor in the Middle East 
arena. 

Unlike the other hardliners, however, Syria is not anxious to 
join the Soviets in a concerted effort té take on Egypt's Sadat — 
and Sadat's Egypt. Such a move would, for one thing, force 
Saudi Arabia's King Khaled straight into President Sadat’s 
arms — something he has thus far-declined to do. 

Besides, it might finally bolt the door on any foreseeable 
reversal in Cairo's policy towards rapprochement with Syria 
through abandonment of the current peace drive. That would be 
very imprudent; and prudence is the watchword of the ever- 
cautious Assad. 

Prudence is, however, easier to maintain as a rule than in dal- 
ly practice. And so, when the two Palestinian terrorists gunned 
down Egypt's al-Sibaei in Nicosia last week — actually aiming 
their bullets at Sadat — Syria could hardly hide its true sym- 
pathies. 

The Palestinians may be little but the playthings of the Arab 
world. But it is in attitudes towards them that the Arab states 
define their own inter-relations. 

The bloody events in Cyprus freshly underlined the divide 
between Egypt and Syria. Reports that PLO gunmen had joined 
the Cypriots in mowing down the Egyptian: command in Lar- 
naca could only emphasize it further. 

Syria was not mentioned in President Sadat's violent funeral 
oration for the dead commandos. Fis immediate target was the 
Palestinians: he served them a stern warning of the limits of 
Egyptian commitment to their cause — and offered something 
like a bill-of-divorcement to the PLO. But President Assad 
should rightly have viewed himself as one of the rejectionist 
“dwaris’ whom the Egyptian leader vowed to ‘stamp out."’ 

In this situation, the attitude of Jordan assumes a newly 
decisive importance. For the time being, King Hussein is said to 
be determined ‘‘never’’ to join the Egyptian-Israeli talks. 
Tomorrow he may conceivably change his mind. Whether he 
does or not, will depend in no smali measure on the position 
taken by President Sadat — and by Premier Begin.” 

In rough terms, the Egyptian leader has two main rational op- 
tions. He can declare the Hashemite realm the only legitimate 
representative of thé West Bank and Gaza Arabs (even though 
King Hussein himself still formally clings to the Rabat for- 
mula); or he can boldly dissolve his Palestinian involvement — 
and conclude a separate deal with Israel. 

Wither course of action would bode some dangers for Israel — 
but even greater promise. ᾿
